of the most illustrious men of his 
time.

Surely 
the 


young man, who is able to undergo 
such a task, 
must come from the 


home of a praying mother, but the 
foundation is well laid. 
His mother 


had instilled into him the principles 
of right. 
The hour comes when he 


is to make the final choice? He sees 
the palace on one hand and the 
thought now. comes: 'All this shall 
be mine, but yonder is my people; 
in the public works and the fields 
toiling with heavy burdens, but they 
are my countrymen.' 


"What did this choice involve? 


Rank and royalty 
renounced—tlie 


very prize for which men toil is 
honor, fame and notoriety—yet he 
spurned them all, and places on the 
'scale of decision on one side religion's 
worst ; on the other side the worlds' 
best; and by faith he chooses the 
affliction of God's people, rather than 
to enjoy the pleasures of sin for a 
season.

inspiring motive is 


faith standing on he summit of ob- 
servation; he looked not alone with 
the eye of sense but by faith—tliis 
mansion and this pleasure are only 
for a season. 
His faith in God causes 


him to choose the aflliction of God's 
people, and by and by he is called to 
a great mission. He now becomes 
the leader and deliverer of God's 
people and at last ascends the sum- 
mit of Mt. Pisgah to die, honored and 
welcomed by all."

Paris Oct. 19.-Spain can no longer 


h&ve aiiy doubt regarding the ultimate 
attitude of the United States toward 
the so-called Cuban debt. The Amer- 
ican commissioners have declined to 
assume it, or any part of it, by express 
treaty or by contract. 


They also declined to accept a ces- 


sion of sovereignty to 
the 
United 


States, for in that case Spain would 
claim 'that such a cession by its own 
force would impose the obligation for 
that debt. 


It ia confidently believed that in re- 


fusing to accept a cession of sover- 
eignty, the American commissioners 
are acting also upon their announce- 
ment to the world in the Intervention 
resolutions disclaiming any intention 
to exercise sovereignty or authority 
over Cuba, except for pacification and 
then to leave the island to the control 
of its people. 


This position of the commissioners 


couples itself with the declarations in 
the resolution that the people o'f Cuba 
are by right and ought to ha free and 
independent, and good faith requires 
the performance of this declaration. 


OLD GLORY IN BAN JTJAN. 


Ceremonies Incident to Kaiaing; the Flat; 


Jn tlie Porto Rtcau Capital, 


San Juan, P. R., Oct. 19.—Quiet and 


dignified were the ceremonies attend- 
ing the raising of the stars and stripes 
over San Juan. No disorders of any 
kind marred the auspicious occasion. 


The Eleventh regular infantry, with 


two batteries of the Fifth artillery, 
landed, Ihe latter proceeding to the 
forts, while the Infantry lined up on 
the docks. It was a holiday for San 
Juan, and there were many people in 
the streets. Rear Admiral Schley and 
General Gordon, accompanied by their 
staffs, proceeded to the palace in car- 
riages. The Eleventh infantry regi- 
ment nnrt band, with troop H of the 
Sixth 
United 
States 
cavalry, 
then 


marched through the streets and form- 
ed in the square opposite the palace. 


General Brooke, Admiral Schley ami 


General Gordon, the United States 
evacuation commissioners, came out of 
the palace, with many naval officers, 
and formed on the right side of the 
spare. The streets behind the sol- 
diers were thronged with townspeople, 
who stood waiting in dead silence. At 
last the city clock struck the hour of 
noon, and the crowds, almost breath- 
less and with eyes fixed upon the flag- 
pole, watched for developments. 
At 


the sound of the-first gun from Fort 
Mono, Major Dean autl Lieutenant Cas- 
tle of General Brooke's staff hoisted 
the stars r.nfl stripes, while the b'and 
Played "The Star Spangled Banner." 
All heads were bared and the crowds 
cheered. Fort Morro, Fort San Cris- 
tobal and the United States revenue 
cutter .Manning, lying in the harbor 
fired 21 smis 8ach> and the ceremo 
was over. 


Commissions do not agree and say a: 


The Washington cabinet would not 


listen t» anything. We have already 
pointed out the abnormal condition 
attending tho appointment 
of 
the 


American delegates and their imper- 
ious instructions. 
Mr. Day and his 


colleagues are not proper negotiators, 
but only mandatories, whose work is 
to carry out precise orders. They have 
no right to discuss or to make con- 
cessions, but simply may announce to 
the Spanish government the exactions 
oMhe United States." 


"The American commissioners have 


formal orders not to 5end themselves 
to any modifications of the conditions 
of peace and to repel all arbitration. 


"Madrid now knows that the effort 


to induce the United States to assume 
any part of the Cuban debt or to re- 
nounce the Philippines, wholly or in 
part, was doomed in advance to faH- 
ure. 
Spain has nothing to do but to 


give way nobly to hard laws of war."
